President Cabrera, of Guatemala. 


Tho following telegram has been re- 


ceived from Dr. Rodrlgues Parra, Mex- 
ican consul at Guatemala City, who is 
acting as charge d'affairs since the de- 
pature of Minister Gamboa: 


"The authors of the plot to assassi- 


nate Cabrera committed suicide day 
before yesterday while the Guatema- 
lan officials were in the act of arrest- 
ing them. 
Despite this fact the coun- 


cil of war yesterday passed upon tho 
testimony of nineteen persons charged 
with being suspected accomplices in 
tho crime and sentenced them all to 
death. 
Among the doomed are two 


Italians, one Spaniard, one Belgain 
and two Mexicans. 


Diplomatic Corps Acts. 


"The diplomatic corps met yester- 


day and decided that each minister ac- 
credited to the Guatemalan, govern- 
ment should ask President Estrada 
Cabrera for an annulment of the sen- 
tence which, they allege, was tho re- 
sult of irregularities and false testi- 
mony, and if this action on their part 
does-not bring immediate results the 
diplomatic corps will direct a collec- 
tive note to President Cabrera today. 
All the members of the corps were in 
accord with the 
decision 
reached, 


there being not a single dissenting 
voice." 
The situation is considered by of- 


ficials here to be most grave, but there 
la a prevailing opinion that Estrada 
Cabrera may be able to play 
his 


trump card, and if the pressure from 
foreign 
powers becomes sufficiently 


great he will theatrically pardon all 
the men domed to Ceath, thus en- 
deavoring to nullify the stories of his 
alleged atrocities which, have 
been 


sent broadcast. 


As a high official stated to a repre- 


sentative of tho press, the greatest 
care should be taken at this moment 
by those entrusted with guarding Mex- 
ican interests, for an unguarded word 
•would have serious results. 


Fair Trial Not Possible. 


"So," he continued, "you must not 


'designate my official position in quot- 
ing me, but this last act of Cabrera's 
will

among the nations of the world of 
Mexico's great

"It has been just twenty 'days after 


the alleged attempt was made on tho 
life of President Cabrera and three 
men killed themselves rather than sub- 
mit to arrest and nineteen are sen- 
tenced to be shot. 
Is it within the 


limits ot reason that fair trials could 
have been given these men? Mexico 
thinks not and we will not 
stand 


quietly by and see two citizens shot 
In such a summary manner. 


"This government will await the re- 


ply of Cabrera to the joint note of tho 
diplomatists, which will be signed not 
only by the representatives of the four 
powers directly affected but by every 
accredited diplomat in the Guatema- 
lan capital." 


"And If Cabrera's answer should be 


unsatisfactory?" he was asked. 


"It is too serious a matter to specu- 


late upon," was the reply.

etc.. must first bo mixed with a little 
cold water to prevent their lumping. 
but all others are put into boiling wa- 
ter. 
Ono teaspoonfiil salt is the usual 


allowance for each quart of water. All 
tho grains aro best condor] rapidly at 
first, then set over ho.iline water, cov- 
ered and conked without stirring. Tho 
rolled grains require n'mut twlro their 
bulk nf water, ordinary natmoal four 
times its bulk, rrarkod wheat a little 
more. Here i:-. a tabulated list of ce- 
reals. with the amount of liquid to be 
used, and the time required for their 
cooking: 


Rice. 


Wash thoroughly, rubbing between 


tho hands until the water runs off 
clear. Then turn into a colander and 
drain. 
For one cup rice allow four 


cups boiling salted water. 
Add tho 


rice gradually. With a fork lift once 
or twice, shaking the kettle that none 
of the grains stick to the bottom.

William M. Smith, of Marion, Ind.. 


a missionary who lias had a vast ex- 
perience iu "Darkest Africa," deliv- 
ered a most interesting and at times 
thrilling discourse at the Bible Train- 
ini; school 
Friday 
evening. 
Mr. 


Smith's experience in Africa took him 
into the far interior, where perhaps 
white men never had 
been before. 


His lecturu was in part as follows: 


I am to tell you tonight something 


about Africa; not as a pastime, to 
say something to please you while I 
am talking and then to be forgotten; 
but as one bent on doing his utmost 
to carry out the great commission 
of our Savior, to those 
I 
believe 


equally bent on the same purpose, 
I bring a little fuel from the wood- 
pile of experience to place on the 
fire of your zeal, if possible to make 
it burn the brighter. 


Solemn 
considerations confront 


me as I undertake this tusk. When 
I consider that perhaps some of you 
will one day be mingling your bones 
in the dust of Africa where you have 
gone in response to this appeal in 
the attempt to carry the word of 
salvation to her benighted inhabi- 
tants, while bereaved relatives In 
America mourn their "loss of you, I 
shrink from the 
responsibility of 


saying the word that may eventually 
bring about just that result. But an- 
other 
solemn 
consideration 
out- 


weighs that: 
When I think of the 


nred of our fellow creatures In that 
land, and know that facts and ap- 
peals often lay the foundation for 
that final, plain sanction of the Holy 
Spirit we best know as a call from 
God to a definite service, I cannot 
withhold what information God has 
given me in trust, lest tho blood of 
these lost souls he in a sense laid at 
my door. 


!Uy own inadequacy Is my greatest 


embarrassment in presenting so im- 
portant a subject. For my experi- 
ence in Africa was not that of the 
regular missionary. 
I went as prl- 


vato secretary and companion to a 
missionary explorer or 
prospector 


with limited time at our disposal in 
order to make dates 
already an- 


nounced in the homeland on our re- 
turn. 
Therefore you 
will 
under- 


stand how, that, from the time we 
first sighted Africa at the French 
port of Conakry, a little this side 
of Sierra Leone, until we passed the 
same port coming back, a period of 
but 96 days elapsed. 
However, if 


we lacked as regards the length of 
our experience we dirt not lack as 
regards variety and intensity of it. 
I can count 55 different places where 
we slept during those !tti days, cov- 
ering a distance along Africa's coast 
and into the interior, from Conakry 
to the farthest point inland, going 
and coming, of about 4,000 miles. 
In the course of this .time we trav- 
eled 
by 
ocean 
steamer, 
branch 


steamer, river steamer, canoe, horse- 
back, 
on 
foot, 
and occasionally 


across streams on the shoulders of 
black men; slept in berths, mission 
stations, canoes, native huts, trad- 
ers' 
bungalows, and 
over, forty 


nights in the open air on our cots 
on the sand bars of the Benue river 
or under trees in the 
wilderness 


where wild beasts prowled about us 
and midnight storms threatened to 
drench us. Forty days we had no 
bread, fifty days no communication 
from the outside world, and seventy- 
five days saw neither white women 
or children. But our protecting God 
closed the mouths of every beast 
that roared against us, kept storms 
at bay, fed us what satisfied us and 
comforted us by his presence. 


There 
are three Africas. First 


there is North Africa, the Africa of 
history, with its ancient, empires of 
Egypt and Carthage, the modern 
land of tourists and archaeologists. 


Next there is South Africa, the 


Africa of modern 
civilization, of 


first missionary effort, the land of 
Boer and Britain strife, of political 
instrigue, greed and avarice, gold 
and diamonds. 


Then between these lies the Africa 


I am to tell you about, the Africa of 
mystery, the land where probably 
Solomon's anes and peacocks came 
from, the Ethiopia of the bible, the 
land of uncertain mention by the 
Greek historians; the land where, 
perhaps 
more 
than 
any 
other, 


"When they knew God, they glori- 
fied him not as God . . . and 
changed the glory of the uncorrupti- 
ble God into an image made like to 
corruptible man. and to birds, and 
four-footed 
beasts, and creeping 


things:" a land of ancient civiliza- 
tions that have died without a his- 
tory, and left the inju and the witch 
doctor to hold undisputed sway for 
centuries: the land of the 
slave 


trade, and more latterly of red rub- 
ber nnd Belgian 
nnd 
Portuguese 


atrocity: a land, where 
the worst 


products of civilization seem ever to 
have .joined hands with the worst 
forces of heathendom (o fill the dark 
places of the earth with the habita- 
tions of cruelty: a land where rea- 
son flags, conscience dulls, 
faith 


lapses and where prayer so often 
seems to strike against a sky of 
brass: a'land where the sun smites 
by day nnd the moon 
by 
night, 


where the 
pestilence walketh in 


darkness and destruction wasteth at 
noonday, a land of degradation, fever 
and death. 


l,iko some 
section 
of 
another 


planet this portion of Africa lies in 
the midst of civilization, almost un- 
foriched by its regenerating forces. 
The commerce of the east and west 
circled around it until the cutting of 
the Suez canal across Africa's neck 
made a shorter route. From Cape 
Verde, the most western point of 
Africa, to the mouth of the Niger 
rivor. in tho angle of the Gulf of 
Guinea, a coast line of about 2.000 
miles stretches, 
known 
in 
the 


phraseology of the traders and mis- 
sionaries a* the "West Coast." from 
the Niser delta southward for an 
other 2.0"0 
miles 
stretches 
the 


"South Coast" These two sections. 


aggregating 
approximately 
4.000 


miles, are 
what civilization 
has 


skipped. The greater part of the 
first section it was my privilege to 
investigate to some extent and to 
this my remarks will be confined. 


The first pott where we were priv- 


ileged to set our feet on the soil of 
Africa was at 
Freetown, 
Sierra 


I.eone. And here will be found an U- i 
lustration of what I mean by saying 
i-ivilization has but 
touched 
this 


part of Africa. Though civilizing in- 
fluences have been thrown about 
this place for a century it is very 
evident to one observing what he 
sees in going through the city of 
2»,OnO to 40.000 Inhabitants that civ- 
ilization and barbarism 
have met 


side by side. 
The beautiful brick 


buildings that front on the harbor 
give a show of progress, helped out 
by some 
church 
towers, modern 


dwellings and cottages, and a nice 
market building. Then, as one pro- 
gresses into the town and meets 
well-dressed black school girls and 
boys with books under their arms or 
swinging at the end of a strap, much 
as we might meet white boys and 
girls in Fort Wayne, a sense o£ civ- 
ilization creeps over one, only to be 
dispelled to sec just behind a native 
with scarce any clothing, and little 
chudren nearly or quite naked. As 
one faces conditions of this sort for 
the first time there is an effort of 
the mind to get adjusted to the new 
environment, but while this mental 
process is going on a ting-a-ling-llng 
disturbs the reverie, and we jump 
aside involuntarily like 
we do at 


homo to have a well-dressed, almost 
dudlsh young black man dart by on 
the latest pattern bicycle.

Cape Coast castle and Accra, we 
come in a week's time from Serra 
Leone to Lagos, a place where civi- 
lization has been working for fifty 
years. Here we find rest a few days 
in a mission station of the Church 


though ihey were strangers in the! 
community.

On inquiry we find "this is the 


grave of the hoiy roan of Wase." 
This _nujn, we are told, some time 
before the first missionaries came 
to Wase, had such an intense long- 
log come to his soul to find God 
that he separated himself from the j 
pleasures and occupations of the 
people and 
by 
penances, self-in- 


flicted, by fasting and prayers wore 
out his body and died. The king of 
Wase and all the natives of that, re- 
gion about do his grave honor and 
sometimes visit it on purpose to pay 
reverence to so good a man. 


When one thinks 
what 
this 


man might have been for the cause 
of Christ, had 
the 
gospel been 


preached to him and how slumber- 
ing in all these dark hearts is a 
longing for God like his, but not so 
intensely expressed, how we are 
impressed with the importance of 
getting the gospel preached to them 
as speedily as possible. Here, with- 
in 4,000 miles of where Jesus gave 
His great commission, about nine- 
teen ceiituries after that was given, 
dies a man of mature age, who 
never heard 
of Jesus, though he 


died In quest of Him, while Chris- 
tians at home sit in their 
easy 


pews, where no one can be found 
who has not heard of Jesus and con- 
sole themselves in their ease by 
saying. "There is plenty to do at 
home."

By branch boat from Lagos we 


pass to Burutu, a few miles up the 
Forcados river, 
a branch 
of the 


Niger delta, and then two days later 
go by river steamer to Lokaja, at 
the junction of the Niger and Benue 
rivers, some 300 miles 
from the 


coast, making a record run of the 
fewest hours of 
daylight for the 


trip ever made up stream to that 
date. 


Here at Lakoja is a government 


post, also a mission station, and a 
heathen city of some JO.OOO to 40,- 
000 population. We meet here the 
greatest problem of our trip. 
The 


dry season is now well on and the 
Benue river has fallen so low that 
the river steamers have abandoned 
the trip up that river for the sea- 
son. 
Our goal lies 
300 miles or 


more to the east and involves a 
river trip of 250 to 275 miles. We 
Finally take to native canoes, three 
in number, to carry ourselves and 
provisions, and for twenty-five days 
plod along up river at a rate little 
exceeding ten miles daily, sleeping 
at night on our folding cots on the 
huge sand bars left by the receding 
river. Many times these bars are a 
mile or two long and half as wide. 
By day we see: hyppotami and 
crocodiles in the water and on the 
sand and innumerable flocks of im- 
mense birds in the air or stalking 
along'the sand bars; "also monkeys

in violation of the law."

Tho great saints of the Christian 


church, they who have been great sin- 
ners and great

their old sinning selves and rising to 
walk in newness of life. Their mystic 
words seem all too high for us. too 
fine for human nature's daily food. The 
ecstasties of Tauler or St. Teresa, of 
Samuel Rutherford or St. Francis or 
Thomas a Kempis, look out from the 
printed page and bewilder us. They 
oven irritate us, when they do not 
leave us quite cold from their touch, 
yet .they are but individual represen- 
tations of Paul's experience set forth 
in this great text: "I have been cruci- 
fied with Christ.

our path as tho burning noon. "Christ 
in us the hope of glory." "I can do all 
things through Christ that strength- 
ened me." "To live is Christ; to die Preacher, 
is gain." "I am persuaded that neith- 
er death, nor life, nor angels, nor prin- 
cipalities, nor powers, nor things pres- 
ent, nor things to come, nor height, 
nor depth, nor any other creation"— 
not "any other creature;" this Is no 
sublime • et cetera—"nor a new cre- 
ation, shall be able 
to separate us 


from the love of 
God which is in 


Christ Jesus our Lord." 
Wherefore, 


"In. everything give thanks!" 
"Re- 


jolco! And again I say unto you, Re- 
joice!"

ful mind: this exqulsiii- M'---s 's not 
ours; why is it not?

characteristics of the twentieth cen- 
tury which forbid to its children the 
raptures of the first?

So they died, and 


each declares, "Now we live indeed; 
and yet not I; it is Christ who lives in

Isaiah, llko 
Moses, felt his imfitness in the blaze 
of divine purity, and exclaimed. "Woo 
is me, for I am a man of unclean lips."
